REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
independent claim 4, the prior art of record fail to disclose or render obvious the two 
receiving antennas being connected to end terminals of the first winding of a 
transformer, a first of the two receivers being connected to a center tap of the first 
winding and a second of the two receivers being connected to an end terminal of the 
second winding of the transformer, as specified in the claim. 

Regarding claims 5-8, they are allowed for the same reasons as set forth in claim 
4 above.
